WILDS OF OUDSON BAY 


Hearst, Ontario, Jan. 5.—'Tales of 
terrible hardships endured with the 
utmost fortitude by the three strand* 
ed American naval balloonist from 
Rockaw’ay, N. Y., in the frozen wilds 
of the Canadian North were related 
here today by Indian trappers arriv­ 
ing from the Lower Hudson Bay d»s- 
trict. 
Their stories in the main corrobor­ 
ated reports from Cochrane that the 
balloonists were on the verge of star­ 
vation, and were forced to eat their 
remaining carrier pigeons to 
keep 
alive. 
The men are now slowly wend­ 
ing their way back to civilization by 
dog train, .tin th cmometer register- 
3® degrees below zero. 
Unless 
ing 
unusual storms are encountered they 
-hould reai h Mattice no later 
than 
Friday. 
A sleeping car will be plac­ 
ed at their disposal when they leave 
the trail there. 
The men are in good health and 
spirits, the trappers say, with the 
exception of Lieut. Stephen A. Far­ 
rell. the eldest of the trio, who suf­ 
fered greatly from 
frost bite and 
shock. 
According to the stories of the In­ 
dians, the howling of a moose dog 
caught in a trap at Shipsands. 
the 
original trading post of the Hudson 
Bay Co., was responsible for 
the 
safety of the men. 
When they heard 
the dog's eries, the balloonists de­ 
cided to land. 
The 
great 
balloon 
struck in a clump of tree-s 10 miles 
south of the post, and its occupants 
were almost stripped of their cloth­ 
ing in the perilous descent. 
At the time of the landing 
the 
mercury was only 10 degrees below 
zero, the mildest weather for 
this 
season of the year in the history of 
the trading post. 
When the men ex­ 
tricated themselves from the wreck­ 
age, the first words were uttered by 
Lieut. Walter Hinton, a veteran of 
the hsitoric trans-atlantic flight 
in 
the NC-4, who extended 
“gracious 
thanks” to the Almighty for 
their 
existence. 
The next thought of the men was 
to express thanks to the unfortunate 
dog whose howls caused them to de­ 
scend.

the 
Americans had mocked death in 
a 


effort was made to make a 
landing 
until they reached Southlands. There 
three attem pts were made before suc­ 
cess was attained. 
At times 
they 
floated at a high elevation, and at 
others they dropped close to the tree 
tops in the hope of finding an open 
space. 
When the men landed their cloth­ 
ing was in rags and they were with­ 
out food, the second of the pigeons 
having previously been eaten. 
At Moose Factory immediate 
ef­ 
forts were made to send wrod

their safety to their families 
and 
friends and Indian runners were sent 
back. 
Then plans for their own de­ 
parture were started. 
Two dog sleds 
were made ready 
and 
equipment 
pit pared. 
The balloonists told 
Mc­ 
Leod. before they set out 10 days ago, 
that they planned to go to Toronto 
and from there directly to New York. 
The trail by which the return trip 
is being made is along the Missi- 
naibi River, the original route of the 
Hudson Bay Co, between Moose Fac­ 
tory and Mattice. 
The going along this trail now is 
reported much more difficult than it 
was when Hudson Bay men went out 
with the fist 
message 
from

stranded fliers. 
Even then two

the runners suffered from frost bit­ 
ten /aces. 
McLeod predicted that the 
balloonists may be 15 days making 
the trip to Mattice.

BALLOONISTS U N I IN 
« H IS o r HUDSON DAY 


Hearst, Ontario, Jan. 5.—Tales of 
terrible hardships endured with the 
utmost fortitude by the three strand­ 
ed American naval balloonists from 
Rockaway, N. Y., in the frozen wilds 
of the Canadian North were related 
here today by Indian trappers arriv­ 
ing from the Ijower Hudson Hay dis­ 
trict. 
Their stories in the main corrobor­ 
ated reports from Cochrane that the 
balloonists were on the verge of star­ 
vation, and were forced to eat their 
remaining carrier pigeons to 
keep 
alive. The men are now slowly wend­ 
ing their way back to civilization by 
dog trail., v.»th th rmometer register­ 
ing JO degrees below zero. 
Unless 
unusual storms are encountered they 
should reach Mattiee no later 
than 
Friday. 
A sleeping car will be plac­ 
ed at their disposal when they leave 
the trail there. 
The men are in good health and 
spirits, the trappers say, with the 
exception of Lieut. Stephen A. Far­ 
rell. the eldest of the trio, who suf­ 
fered greatly from frost bite and 
shock. 
According to the stories of the In­ 
dians, the howling of a moose dog 
caught in a trap at Shipsands, 
the 
original trading post of the Hudson 
Ray Co„ was responsible for 
the 
safety of the men. 
When they heard 
the dog’s cries, the balloonists de­ 
cided to land. 
The 
great 
balloon 
struck in a clump of trees 10 miles 
south of the post, and its occupants 
were almost stripped of their cloth­ 
ing in the perilous descent. 
At the time of the landing 
the 
mercury was only 10 degrees below 
zero, the mildest weather for 
this 
season of the year in the history of 
the trading post. 
When the men ex­ 
tricated themselves from the wreck­ 
age, the first words were uttered by 
Lieut. W alter Hinton, a veteran of 
the hsitoric trans-atlantic flight 
in 
the NC-4, who extended 
“gracious 
thanks” to the Almighty for 
their 
existence. 
The next thought of the men was 
to express thanks to the unfortunate 
dog whose howls caused them to de­ 
scend. 
For almost 
40 
hours 
the 
Americans had mocked death in 
a 
raging storm high in the air and for 
the time being they were too 
ex­ 
hausted to do anything hut congrat­ 
ulate themselves upon 
their 
safe 
landing. 
The trio had been drenched to the 
skin and icicles hung over their torn 
clothing. 
For fou rdays they 
wan­ 
dered aimlessly in the wilderness and 
were at the point of despair when 
they were discovered by a frightened 
Indian trapper. 
George McLeod, the 
Indian mail carrier, who brought the 
news of the men’s landing to 
the 
outside world, said that their first 
desire was to notify their wives 
relatives of their safety. 


effort was made to make a 
landing 
until they reached Southlands. There 
three attem pts were made before suc­ 
cess was attained. 
At times 
they 
floated at a high elevation, and at 
others they dropped close to the tree 
tops in the hope of finding an open 
space. 
When the men landed their cloth­ 
ing was in rags and they were with­ 
out food, the second of the pigeons 
having previously been eaten. 
At Moose Factory immediate 
ef­ 
forts were made to send wrod 
of 
their safety to their families 
and 
friends and Indian runners were sent 
hack. 
I hen plans for their own ue- 
parture were started. 
Two dog sleds 
were made ready 
and 
equipment 
pn pared. 
The balloonists told 
Mc­ 
Leod. before they set out 10 days ago, 
that they planned to go to Toronto 
and from there directly to New York. 
The trail by which the return trip 
is being made is along the Missi- 
naibi River, the original route of the 
Hudson Bay Co. between Moose Fac­ 
tory and Mattiee. 
The going along this trail now is 
reported much more difficult than it 
was when Hudson Bay men went out 
with the tist 
message 
from 
the 
stranded fliers. 
Even then two 
of 
the runners suffered from frost bit­ 
ten iaces. 
Mdx'od predicted that the 
balloonists may be 15 days making 
the trip to Mattiee.
